Push-button defrosting for planes 


N 80-MILE WIND, roaring through 
Av he B. F. Goodrich refrigerated 
wind tunnel, created the Jack Frost 
effect on the propeller model above.

SHORTLINE NICKNAMES 


U.S. makes fond fun of its jerkwater railroads 
hy ARCHIE ROBERTSON

mericans, who give nicknames as a rule only to public figures and 
institutions they are fond of, have given their finest collection of 
nicknames to railroads, The best of these belong to the old-fash- 
ioned shortline railroads of the sore rapidly passing out of existence. 

The names conjure up a picture of a bygone America in which most 
of the local travel, over distances too great for a horse and buggy, 
was by a little train of one or two day coaches, perhaps with a few 
boxcars mixed in, pulled by a puffing steam engine which had a hard 
time on the grade up the hill across the “‘trustle,"" Often, in face, it 
would have to stop and try again, especially if the rails were slick or 
the load heavy. But the conductor in his brass and blue and the en- 
gincer with the line's initials gilded on his cap claimed equal dignity 
with the crew of the transcontinental limited which thundered by 
without stopping 

William Buchanan of Corydon, Ind., general manager of the Louis- 
ville, New Albany & Corydon, remembers the pride which his 
father, who was general manager before him, took in that eight- 
mile road. Ifa drummer came up to the window to ask, “ What time 
does the dinky leave?" the elder Mr. Buchanan kept his eye on the 
telegraph key without answering until the stranger asked properly, 
“When do you have a train for Corydon Junction?" 

Some years ago, at a gathering of railroad executives, the president 
of the Pennsylvania denounced the custom of exchanging passes with 
every little road in‘ the business. Mr. Buchanan of the L.N.A.&C. 
quickly rose to object.‘ After all, Mr. Buchanan,” the Pennsylvania 
president told him porcentously, “the Pennsylvania is over 10,000 
miles long and the Louisville, New Albany & Corydon is only 8."" 

“That's very true,” answered the general manager of the short- 
line, “but it’s just as wide." 

Something about the spunky spirit and almost lofty pretensions of 
the shortline provoked the boys around the depot to christen the 
late Newburgh, Dutchess & Connecticut (N. D. & C.) the Never Did 
& Couldn't, and the Terre Haute & Peoria (T. H. & P.) the Take 
Hold & Push, while in Florida the passengers on the Live Oak, 
Perry & Gulf (L. O. P. & G.) sometimes refer to it ignominiously 
as the Lean Over, Push & Grunt.

An even more pious little 
railroad was the four-mile Due 
West in South Carolina, which 
boasted that it never ran a 
Sunday train, that it had never 
injured even a tramp or fought 
a lawsuit or carried a drop of 
whisky. At the other extreme, 
the Illinois Central local, which 
ran from dry Paducah, Ky. to 
wet Cairo, Ill., on Saturday 
nights was known as the Whis- 
ky Dick. 

The Chesapeake & Ohio likes 
to be called Chessie, after its 
famous advertising cat, but a 
local on this line was often 
termed, with simple accuracy, 
the Virginia Creeper. Before a 
football game at Virginia Mili- 
tary Institute it is said the boys 
used to grease the tracks up the 
mountain and, if the Virginia 
Creeper in consequence failed 
to make the grade, the visiting 
University of Virginia team 
from Charlottesville would 
have to walk, arriving too 
weary for victory the next day.

One railroad was named for a 
horse. Colonel M. W. Savage, 
who built the Minneapolis, St.

Traction Co., owned a pacer, 
Dan Patch, holder of several 
records that have never been 
beaten. According to Freeman 
Hubbard, author of Railroad 
Avenue (Whittlesey House, 
$3.75), the horse was provided 
with a special car, equipped 
with almost Pullman luxury, in 
which he rode from one race 
track to another over the M. 
St. P. R. & D., which became 
known as the Dan Patch 
Line. 

In Arkansas the first railroad 
to Hot Springs was named after 
its builder, “Diamond Joe" 
Reynolds, a Chicago steamboat 
operator. On his way to the 
springs for his rheumatism in 
1874, Diamond Joc was so 
abominably jolted by the stage- 
coach that he constructed a 
narrow-gauge railway. The Di- 
amond Joc Line, with rose- 
wood and mahogany furnish- 
ings and velvet drapes, became 
the wonder of Arkansas. When 
the wood-burning engine 
stopped to refuel, Jim Corbett, 
Jay Gould and other notables 
hopped off to help the fireman 
pitch cordwood into the tender 
while the train crew made a pot 
of coffee. One day, while round- 
ing “‘coffeepot curve,” the en- 
gincer saw the wooden trestle 
blazing just ahead. He jammed 
the throttle wide open and 
roared safely through the

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flames. As the sobered passen- 
gers walked back to stare at 
the red-hot rails, a ball player 
named Billy Sunday made the 
decision which took him into 
another walk of life. 

Big railroads, like small ones, 
havehadtheirnicknames. Years 
ago, according to Mr. Hub- 
bard, a stockbroker unable to 
recall the full name of the 
C.C.C.& St.L., but remember- 
ing thacit served four big citics, 
wrote on a blackboard listing 
stock quotations the words 
“Big Four,” which becamesuch 
a popular term that the line 
adopted it. Similarly, the Min- 
neapolis, Se. Paul and Sault 
Ste. Marie became the Soo Line. 
In 1881 two small Ohio towns, 
Bellevue and Norwalk, were 
competing for the right of way 
of the up-and-coming New 
York, Chicago & St. Louis. 
Norwalk lost to its rival and 
the associate editor of the local 
paper wrote a rather sour- 
grapes editorial about the 
N. Y.C. & St. L., stating that 
he did not care inasmuch as it 
was nothing but an 'N Y C L- 
plated railroad anyhow. This 
involved pun caught hold, and 
the pleased management gave 
the editor in chief of the hos- 
tile newspaper a lifelong pass 
and adopted the name Nickel 
Plate. 

The great days of local rail- 
roading gave nicknames not 
only to the trains but to the 
towns along the tracks—"‘tank 
town," “whistle stop,”’ of 
“jerkwater,” which referred to 
the custom of having the en- 
gine scoop, or “jerk,” water up 
from a tank while on the run. 
Thus “‘a real jerkwater town" 
was a place too small and hum- 
ble for the train to pause even 
to take on water. 


The whole town moved 


Most of us have forgotten 
that local train service, now so 
generally abandoned, was a 
Iife-or-death matter for our 
ancestors. At least one small 
town, Lebanon, Mo., left off 
the main line, picked itself up 
and moved bodily to a new 
site by the tracks. The worst 
blow of all, however, was for 
a railroad to refuse to stop its 
trains. 

Shortly after the opening for 
settlement of the Cherokee Strip 
in Oklahoma, on Scpt. 16, 
1893, the citizens of Enid, the 
county seat, rose in protest be- 
cause the Rock Island would 
not stop its trains. Passengers 
were forced to debark several 
miles distant, where the engine 
took on water, and find their 
own way into town. The city 
council passed a law requiring

Congress was petitioned, 
and a bill requiring trains to 
stop passed the House of Rep- 
resentatives but failed in the 
Senate. The desperate citizens 
then rigged up a dummy can- 
non of stovepipe on wagon- 
wheels and pointed it at the 
tracks, but this failed, too. On 
Friday the 13th of July, 1894, a 
freight train entering Enid from 
the south was wrecked on a 
trestle. Investigation showed 
that the timbers had been sawed 
diagonally to allow the tracks 
to spread and the cars to drop 
through. The railroad soon af- 
ter made Enid a regular stop. 
But at the yearly convention of 
the Cherokee Strip Association, 
it is said that an old crosscut 
saw regularly makes its appear- 
ance. 


“The Indian Valley Line” 


Railroad men have their own 
names for trains, which pas- 
sengers might not recognize. 
Any late Saturday-nighe train 
is the “drunkard.” An abbre- 
viated local is called a“ plug,” 
“coffeepot”” means a little old 
steam locomotive, and “fish- 
wagon” is a gas-clectric or 
other rail motorcar equipped 
with an air horn, which is 
thought to sound like a fish- 
monger's horn. Or this sort of 
car may be called the “‘ding- 
dong” if it has a bell. The pub- 
lic along the line is more apt to 
call it the" doodlebug” or the 
“yellow dog.” To the railroad 
men a streamlined train is a 
“tin lizard,”’ a bus is known by 
the uncomplimentary term 
“scinkwagon,”” a railroad is a 
* pike”’ and any passenger train, 
large or small, is “varnish.” 
“The Indian Valley Line," in 
railroad language, docs not re- 
fer to any actual railroad but 
to an imaginary line “at the 
end of the rainbow"” where you 
could always find a good job 
and ideal working conditions.

in Navy Day Oct. 27 the fleet came home to the 

American people. At anchor inside San Francisco's 
Golden Gate rode the Third Fleet, led by Admir- 
al Halsey’s flagship, the South Dakota. There were 
warships in Seattle, New Orleans, Savannah, Bal- 
timore and some hundred other ports, big and small, 
across the nation. There were even Navy vessels in 
‘Toledo and Keokuk, and one little landing ship, the 
LCL 188, ploughed up the Mississippi, up the Ohio, 
up the Kanawha to celebrate the day in the river port 
of Charleston, W. Va. Everywhere people came to 
stare at the ships and the men who had won vieto 
in a thousand far-off, unforgotten'battles. In Provi- 
dence, R.I, so many people tried to get aboard the 
cruiser Providence the captain ordered a fire hose 
turned on the surging crowd. 

But the big show was in New York, which the 
fleet and its men had all but taken over. There, 
while 1,200 Navy planes flashed overhead, President 
Harry Truman reviewed seven miles of warships 
anchored in the Hudson River. In flickering autumn 


sunlight and a heady northwest breeze he rode on 
the destroyer Renshaw up past the mighty Missouri 
(above) on which the Japanese surrender was signed, 
past the Enterprise, “fightingest carrier in the fleet,” 
past the old New York, the huge new 45,000-ton 
carrier Midway, the gallant Boise, past gray destroy- 
ers, submarines, transports and tenders. On the 
decks of every ship the crews stood at attention while 
the guns barked 21-gun salutes in honor of the Com- 
mander in Chief. The wind caught the acrid white 
smoke and tossed it quickly skyward or rolled it 
toward the Manhattan shores where people packed 
the docks, sidewalks and terraces of Riverside Driv. 
As the President’s ship turned downstream agai 
after the review, the sun faded from the river and 
the water grew windy dark, but the people on the 
shore still stayed. ‘They Stayed until the ships’ 
searchlights came on to spotlight the night fight- 
ers from the Enterprise, flying overhead in a mighty 
A 

Tt was history’s biggest air and naval display and 


it was deliberately intended to symbolize the might 
of the U.S. fleet. When the American people last saw 
their Navy, before war came, it was undergunned, 
undermanned, undershipped, underplaned. Now it 
was incomparably bigger than any other fleet in 
the world. ‘The ships in the Hudson alone had sunk a 
million tons of Japanese shipping. Virtually all of 
them had been built since Dec. 7, 1941. 

Yet at the very moment of its triumph the Navy 
felt most eager to sell itself to the nation. That was 
the real reason for the big shows. There were power- 
fulmen who believed that in the interests of economy 
and peace the fleet should be cut to skeleton form. 
‘The Navy's answer was “Look what happened last 
time.” There were men who wanted to merge th 
Navy and Army, which the Navy bitterly 
‘Then there were men who argued that ator 
meant that all ships were obsolete.

FLEET VETERANS FEEL THERE IS TOO GREAT A GULF BETWEEN OFFICERS AND ENLISTED MEN 
by GUY RICHARDS 


he men of the fleet are home and they say, between beers, the same thing that t 

admirals say—it’s a great navy. But they say some other things that the admi 
don’t say, During the war the Navy was too busy fighting to listen to the enlisted 
men, and the men were willing to put up with many things they didn’t like. But now 
the war is over and the Navy is up for careful scrutiny by the Congress and the 
people, It is time to hear what the sailors have to say. 

‘The enlisted men don’t like the gap between the officers and men in the Nav; 
‘They know it is far more difficult to rise from the ranks in the Navy than in any other 
branch of the service. And they believe that the theory of R.H.LP. (“Rank Has Its 
Privileges”), as practised by most naval officers, is a disgrace to the service, 

‘They dislike the Navy for its traditional belief that an enlisted man can’t th 
for himself; for its tendency to make him a “prisoner of the ship” while the officers 
are allowed to go ashore; and for its habit of paying less atten! ts men’s all- 
around intelligence than any other branch of the service. 

“When a ship has been shaken down in battle, a good deal of the crust is taken out 
of this officer-enlisted man stuff,” said a chief torpedoman from the destroy 
O'Bannon. “But as soon as new officers take over, the crust comes right back, 
trouble is the old idea that an enlisted man has no mind of his own. 

“For example, suppose you're a coxswain and the officer of the deck orders you 
to proceed to Pier 36 and pick up a commander. So you go to Pier 36. The commander 
isn’t there, but you see him in the distance, over on Pier 37. That’s just tough lu 
for the commander, Unless he sees you and gets around to the right pier, he'll be 
left on the beach. You can’t go get him. You see, in the Navy nothing can happe 
that hasn’t been foreseen in advance by an officer. If it hasn't been foreseen, it just 
doesn’t happ 

A signalman from the 7th Amphibious Force, now at Treasure 
isco, drew a contrast with the Army and Marines: 
made five landings as part of a naval shore party. One was with the Ma 
‘one with Navy scouts and three were with the Army. We learned a hell of a lot by 
getting off the ship. I think the trouble with naval officers is that they don’t get 
around enough and see what makes other outfits tick and how much more other out- 
fits depend on the brains of their enlisted men.” 

‘This signalman suggested that the admirals study the human-relations setup in

he enlisted men know that conditions in the Navy are necessarily different from 
those in other services. They know that on a ship at sea absolute obedience to orders 
is essential. They know that overcrowding is unavoidable and py attainable, 
But naval necessity, they feel, does not alone explain the gulf between officers and 
enlisted men. A great deal of it is merely tradition. Many of the current attitudes 
and customs of the U.S. Navy stem back to the British navy, which was founded on 
the British class The official attitude is summed up by a quotation from John 
Paul Jones which leads off the book on naval leadership read by every new officer:

‘The official figures show how little chance 
there is for a navak enlisted man to become 
a commissioned officer. By the end of the 
war 78% of all Army officers had once been 
enlisted man, more than 60% of all Marine 
officers, but only 22% of all the officers in 
the Navy. All figures are based on the grand 
total of regulars and reserves. 
‘The enlisted men 


’s comments bear the 
note of warning rather than angry resent- 
ment. They reveal that the ideas of the 
Navy high command—the so-called “An- 
napolis Club"—are at variance with the 
judgment of the young Americans who man 
the ships. The men’s advice to the Navy 
and to Congress is to bring a more demo- 
cratic spirit into the Navy. If this advice is 
taken, say the veterans of this war, the 
Navy will be an even better combat force 
another ten years. And its opportuni- 
ties for advancement, along with its life, 
manners and customs, will bear more re- 
semblance to what they have been fight- 
ing for—and less resemblance to the Roy= 
al Navy under the reign of Queen Victoria.

THE TROUBLE WITH UNARA... 


. .. 1S SO BASIC THAT WE HAD BEST WIND IT UP AND START OVER 


As we Americans have been told so often, 
millions of people face what may become the 
worst winter in the history of human suffer- 
ing. The instrument we think will save them 
is UNRRA, but it won't. In fact, it is so far 
from adequate that we had best junk it and 
start anew. 

The United Nations Relief and Rehabili- 
tation Administration was, in its origin, the 
most ambitious humanitarian undertaking 
ever conceived. Its course has been paved 
with good intentions; also with dollars. No 
thoughtful American will begrudge the dol 
lars. Congress, now debating whether to ex- 
tend UNRRA’s life in 1946 at a cost of 
$1,350,000,000, has at least the simple duty 
of appropriating 550,000,000 to fulfill 
U.S. commitments for 1945. UNRRA’s 
bookkeeping, about which the Russians 
have grumbled, is not what is wrong 
with it. UNRRA’s administrative bung- 
ling, bad as it is, is not what is wrong 
with it. Herbert Lehman, however irretriev- 
ably destroyed may be his reputation for 
efficiency, not what is wrong with it. 
Even if’ UNRRA w the best-managed 
outfit in the world, which it fisn’t, it should 
still be dissolved. It should be dissolved not 
to limit relief but to speed it up, make it 
effective and introduce a little realism into 
the present muddle. 


Not by Soup Alone 


We usually speak rather glibly of Europe 
and the Orient as needing relief. But as a 
matter of geographical fact there are 
Europes” and not just one “Orient.” 
is northwest Europe—France, Belgium, the 
Netherlands, Denmark, Norway. When 
Americans hear of “cold and starving Eu- 
rope,” thi the part of the globe that 
comes to mind. 

Yet UNRRA is specifically barred from 
these countries. It has been barred, except 
for a few spot activities, since its very 
first meeting in Atlantic y, November 
1943. These countries took the position 
that they had money, could pay for their 
own relief and wanted no outside agencies 
dispensing charity, and possibly political 
ideas, within their borders. The blunt fact 
is that no agency—American, Anglo-Amer- 
ican, international, private or public—is 
meeting the urgent needs of northwest Eu- 
rope today. 

Generally, these needs fall into two 
classes: a) soup-kitchen relief—food, cloth- 
ing, medicines, emergency shelter; b) recon- 
struction—getting the economy rolli 
more so these intelligent, enterprising people 
can again take care of themselve: 

As to soup-kitchen relief, the only 
answer at this late date is for the British and 
American armies to resume it, insofar as 
the governments of these lands will permit 
and assist. The U.S. Army was prepared for 
this “wake of war” activity and continued 
it up until recently. Only the Army has the 
transportation, the personnel and experience 
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needed to do this job in the desperately short 
time remaining. 

The second job, reconstruction, requires 
an entirely new and different approach. It 
was not foreseen, though it should have 
been, that the worst scourge of the postwar 
era would not be hunger but unemploy- 
ment. The hands and wheels of northwest 
Europe are mostly idle. The complex ma- 
chine of an industrial civilization is stuck on 
dead center, 

To some it may seem that this is 

America’s fault and not America’s business. 
Yet only America, at this time, has the 
technological know-how, the machines, the 
repair parts, the financing, even the drive 
and push necessary to restart the European 
economic machine. For example, the present 
bottleneck for much French production is 
coal. To send American coal (however nec- 
essary for this winter's emergency) is no 
economic answer. But perhaps American 
machines of the right sort in French mines 
are the answer. To find out, we need a 
quick-acting economic agency, competent to 
ess and meet such needs. 
‘The agencies we have had, such as Foreign 
Administration, are dissolved or 
dissolving beyond recall. But why could 
their functions not be continued in a new 
Board for European Reconstruction, un- 
der the Assistant Secretary of State for Eco- 
nomic Affairs? Let Mr. Clayton assemble 
a board of the caliber and velocity of 
the WPB. Its members should understand, 
as does Mr. Clayton, that the U.S. ca 
not long be prosperous and happy in a 
depressed and unhappy world. In their 
fumbling with various kinds of Socialism, 
Europeans hope that internal social change 
will restart the indu: wheels. But the 
truth is that much of Western Europe's 
trouble is external: its century-long eco- 
nomic integration with the Western world 
was shattered by the war and occupation. 
The US., as the leading Western power, 
must show some initi in repairing this 
integration. 

UNRRA cannot do this job. 
northwest Europe would let it in, it is 
ically enjoined from long-range reconstruc- 
tion by a resolution adopted at its first 
meeting and underlined afterward by the 
US. Congress. The second R in UNRRA— 
Rehabilitation—has been a fraud from that 
day on. Yet UNRRA is a barrier to some- 
’s doing the job simply because so 
many people misapprehend its scope. 

As for the Orient, UNRRA has made 
large plans. China can absorb a limitless 
amount of soup-kitchen relief; and some 
sort of international organization is required 
to coordinate and supplement what the 
various nations and the many private organ- 
izations do for China on this level. Perhaps 
UNRRA’s Chinese setup for this purpose 
should be retained. If so, its limitations 
should be made vividly plain. For soup- 
kitchen relief will not answer China’s bigger 


need, which (as in Europe) is for the tools 
and technology of reconstruction. Such needs 
involve higher policy decisions than UNRRA 
can make. 


Where UNRRA Is Active 


Of $530,500,000 worth of relief goods 
actually delivered by UNRRA_ through 
Sept. 30, $503,900,000 went to the Balkans 
and eastern Europe. This is a part of the 
world which, except for Greece (where the 
British policy has governed UNRRA’s dis- 
tributions), is falling under the Russian 
sphere of influence. Since the U.S. puts up 
72% of UNRE cash, and Britain 17% 
a cynic might assert that UNRRA has bi 
come an Anglo-American Administration 
for the Relief of Russian Europe. The bulk 
of our money is going into a region from 
which, because of Russian restraints, we 
cannot even receive free and fair reports on 
ng. 


tinued this winter. The hunger of a Pole or 
an Albanian is just as real as a Belgian’s or 
Norwegian’s. Italy, too, must be helped, 
even though it is confusing to hear Mr, 
Molotov demanding reparations from Italy 
at a moment when we are asked to pour in 
the essentials of living. Some of UNRRA’s 
machinery in this Central and Eastern Euro- 
pean area should undoubtedly be retained. 
But its name should be changed to some- 
thing more accurate and its central admin- 
istrative organization should be simplified — 
less harness and more horse. 


What To Do Instead 


UNRRA ineffective in northwest Eu- 
rope. It lacks constitutional authority to 
deal with the big problems of reconstruction. 
It cannot make high policy decisions that 
cry to be made. And meanwhile the unfor- 
tunate delusions which have accumulated 
around UNRRA are lulling Americans into 
the comfortable but wrong belief that a mere 
$1,350,000,000 appropriation from Congre 
can answer the world’s pleas for help. 

Let Congress vote the funds which will 
enable UNRRA to finish its current pro- 
grams and then let UNRRA wind up its 
affairs. It should be supplemented immedi- 
ately by effective soup-kitchen relief and 
replaced before next spring by a clear pro- 
gram and machinery in Washington for 
overseas reconstruction. 

Some of the high policy decisions which 
UNRRA cannot make are, nevertheless, 
international decisions, not for the U.S. to 
make alone. But these decisions could well 
be centered in the Economie and Social 
Council of the United Nations Organization. 
To abandon UNRRA is not necessarily to 
abandon internationalism. Through UNO 
the nations can start to collaborate more 
effectively against unemployment, under- 
nourishment, trade dislocations and similar 
problems. Their solution is our best hope of 
drawing the world’s peoples closer together.

erm is an ugly word with a loose definition. Through commo 

come to mean bacteria and other minute living things whicl 
human body. The six types of these are classified above. The diseases they cause 
and the methods of controlling them are catalogued on the following pages. 

Normally the body has a wonderfully balanced system of defenses against in- 
vaders. Once inside the body, many bacteria are easily digested by white blood 
corpuscles. Other organisms produce poisons, or toxins, which injure the various 
tissues of the body and cause the symptoms of disease. These are germs. 

When germs manufacture toxins in the body, certain tissues produce sub- 
stances called antibodies which combat germs in a number of ways. In some 
cases antibodies destroy germs outright and in others they only neutralize their 
toxins. White blood corpuseles and antibodies fight a continuous battle against 
germs. When the germs win the patient dies. But usually the body wins. 

A good part of modern medicine is an attempt to help thé body fight germs. 
‘The agents it commonly uses are classified at the bottom of the next two pages. 
Many of these are biologicals, in which germs themselves are used to produce the 
agents which destroy them. Vaccines are weakened or dead germs which are ii

jected into the body to stimulate the production of specific antibodies. .{mvibac- 
terial serum may be made by deliberately infecting horses with germs, tapping 
their blood and using the horse's antibodies to fight the germs in humans, -Anti- 
toxins, which are also usually produced in horses, do not attack germs directly but 
neutralize their toxins. Toroid is made by weakening toxins chemically so they ean 
be safely used to help the body build its own antitoxins. Still other biologicals are 
manufactured in healthy people. Hvman immune serum is made from the blood of 
those who have an acquired resistance to certain diseases. When the most 
tant clements of this scrum are fractionated they are called immune globulin. 

Drugs like sulfa and penicillin, which still have much of their development 
ahead of them, have hecome a powerful ally of biologicals. These drugs neither 
kill germs nor neutralize their toxins. They merely prevent germs from multiplying, 
so that the body can fight them on even terms. Between them the biologicals and 
the new drugs have been waging a relentless campaign. Some germ diseases, 
such as diphtheria and tetanus, have heen practically eliminated. Others, mainly 
those caused hy the viruses, still resist treatment, but the steady advance of m 
ical science indicates that germs may soon lose their place as man’s biggest enemy.

cording to the best available statistics, che most adored male in 
A the U.S. today is a strawberry-blond motion-picture actor named 
Van Johnson, who has wavy hair, big fumbling hands and fect, 
and freckles all over his face, shoulders, chest and back. Johnson is 29, 
a bachelor, and is still good at shorthand and typing, which he learned 
some 11 to 14 years ago in Rogers High School at Newport, R.I. He likes 
to chew gum, drink beer, sleep nude and pull his pants legs up around his 
knees when he sits down in a chair to talk. When he is working he some- 
times parks his gum behind one ear just before he goes in front of the 
camera. 

‘At the Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer studios in Culver City, Calif., where he 
makes his pictures, Johnson now receives about 8,000 affectionate letters a 
week, more than half of them from girls between 12 and 18. This is prob- 
ably the largest and steadiest fan mail ever recorded in Hollywood. Some 
of the letters are signed by several hundred girls at a time and contain 
poetry like this: 


For Van we Live 
For Van we Die 
This Man we Love 
For Him we Sigh. 

Along with this there is an enormous informal correspondence which is 
scribbled on walls, sidewalks and any kind of public or private place 
where Johnson might sce it, conveying such messages as “Joan loves 
Van Johnson,” "Van Johnson we love you—so does everybody"” or “Van 
loves Marlene Epstein,” intermixed with juvenile drawings of hearts, 
arrows and cupids. Older girls sometimes write their names and phone 
numbers with lipstick on the windows of Johnson's parked car.

One such group made a rush for him one night in a 
theater lobby and nearly killed him by knocking over a metal candy- 
vending machine a few inches from where he was pinned against a wall. 
Another audience in a radio studio started a riot when Johnson, who was 
sitting in full view on the platform, absent-mindedly suck his gum under 
his chair seat. They chi amped their fect and yelled, " Attaboy, 
Van,” until desperate employes threatened to throw them out. 

This hysterical interest in his slightest act fills Johnson with a kind of 
happy wonder nor unmixed with fear. “I can't even pick my nose in public 
any more,” he once told an interviewer, and he recently amended this by 

Now I can't even pick it behind four walls." 

Until he recently moved into a small hotel room to get some occasional 
privacy, Johnson used to find mash notes pinned to his garage wall or 
wrapped around the milk boctles at his former home in Brentwood, a Los 
Angeles suburb. Groups of girls sometimes gathered to throw gravel 
against his bedroom window at 3 a.m. On one occasion after LIFE (Nov. 
13, 1944) reporced that his maid came in only three times a week, two 
gitls climbed through a window and made his bed while he 
When he got home they were sitting in the living room playing the radio. 
They wanted to stay and wash the Miibex Hut Johnson, who gets confused 
and excited in such situations, shooed them out of the house. A few minutes 
later he ran out to offer them their bus fare but they were gone. 

This incident is typical of Johnson's fans, who sometimes scem more de- 
termined to mother him than anything else. Women all over the country 
regularly send him home-baked cookies, beans, candy and fresh butter and 
eggs. One nice old lady in Canada spends her spare time knitting him wool 
socks with diamond-shaped plaid patterns, which arrive at the studio at

People are always writing in to tell him this, which nev- 
er happened to Rudolph Valentino or Clark Gable. 

This familiar, mothering attitude is undoubtedly stimulated by 
the kind of parts Johnson has played in pictures, In any typical 
Johnson film up to now he appears as a nice young boy in unifors 
who is cool and heroic in an airplane but gets all flustered when 
confronted by a pair of female lips, Pretty girls like Esther Williams 
and Lana Turner are always teaching him how to kiss, how to swim 
and even how to order meals in restaurants, When they have taught 
him just about everything, they propose to him. 

This does not mean that Johnson is the shy or bashful type. Not at 
all. He meets his girls halfway—bue no further. The love-making 
routines which he transacts in front of the camera are cute, and 
apparently effective, but could never be called passionate. In one 
picture, for instance, he held a girl's hand under some dishwater 
until she decided she loved him. In another he attracted the atten- 
tion of a beautiful babe in a bathing suit by rubbing his head and 
patting his stomach at the same time. 

Significantly for the parental-urge theory of Johnson's appeal, he 
always puts on a terrific act when he finds that he is to become a 
daddy for the first time. This happens to him often on the screen. 
When it does he opens his freckled face right into the camera, 


close up, and bawls: 
“I'M GOING TO HAVE A BAY-BEE

All of these facts point to the conclusion that American women

half-Swedish descent and, like Greta Garbo and Charles A. Lind- 
bergh, he likes to go off by himself for periods of time and worry 
about things. 

“I'm the original Wailing Wall,” he recently remarked. “I'm the 
bleeding heart. I worry all the time.” 

Johnson's worries are almost entirely connected with the great 
love of his life—the love of acting. It is an ironic and typically 
Hollywood fact that Johnson, who is the leading man so far as 
box-office pull is concerned, has never been the top stat in a really 
great picture. His best part to date was as Licut. Ted Lawson in 
Thirty Seconds over Tokyo, which was the leading role so far as action 
and romance were concerned but in which he was overshadowed 
from an acting standpoint by Spencer Tracy's performance as Lieut. 
Colonel Jimmy Doolittle. 

When Johnson was asked recently what his greatest ambition was, 
he replied, “I want to be a great actor, like Spencer Tracy.” 

This is a good, serious ambition which involves a lot of hard 
work and study, and Johnson gives it. There is nothing he likes 
more than working hard on a new picture. He takes his script to 
bed with him and memorizes the whole thing—the other actors’ 
lines as well as his own. He makes notes all over the margins in 
shorthand and studies them. After working all day in front of a 
camera he goes back to the studio at night to sce the first rushes. 
After that he hangs around and secs other movies, old and new. 


He is a movie fan 


Johnson is probably the greatest movie fan who ever lived in Hol- 
lywood or anywhere else. In his three years at M-G-M he has seen 
an average of five movies a week in the studio's private projection 
rooms, where he can concentrate on studying the great performers 
of the past and present. He runs them off in batches—a Greta Garbo 
batch, a Joan Crawford batch, a Norma Shearer batch. Right now, 
he is running off the old Marion Davies pictures. 

“I'm a loyal fan,” he says. “When I like somebody I like to see 
them in anything.” 

Johnson sometimes thinks of himself as the luckiest person in the 
world because he can see almost any movie he wants to, any time, 
free. In this and many other respects he greatly resembles his own 
fans. His favorite hobby is collecting autographed pictures of 
movie stars and he is still piling them up, in a stack three feet high 
in his trunk. Next to secing movies and mecting stars, his favorite 
sports are riding roller coasters, cating hot dogs, candy and ice- 
cream cones, going to the circus and staring at the electric signs in 
Times Square. About the only impulse he doesn’t share with his 
fans is the desire to see Van Johnson pictures. He shuns these with 
genuine humility. 

“T always end up on the floor," he says, and this is a literal fact. 
When looking at one of his own movies Johnson starts out sitting 
upright in one of the comfortable studio armchairs and gradually 
slumps farther and farther down until, at the most dramatic moment, 
he slides onto the floor. 

Johnson's own life would make a perfect script for a Van Johnson 
picture except that it is a little light on romance. It is ttue that 
girls have played an important and even aggressive part in it. But 
their part has usually been co spur the casygoing Van onward and 
upward by giving him serious talks and helping hands. Johnson, 
who is something of a philosopher with an exceedingly breezy way 
of expressing himself, likes to speculate on this fact sometimes. 

“I've had my ups and downs like everybody else," he remarked 
recently, “but whenever I got stuck there was a girl around to give 
me a push and get me started again."” 

Johnson's father is a redheaded, bull-necked, tender-hearted real- 
estate man in Newport, R. I., whose ancestry was wholly Swedish 
and largely connected with the sea. Van's mother was Pennsylvania 
Dutch, but very early in Van's life she separated from his father and 
went to live in Brooklyn. The father was Van's constant companion 
in his carly years, along with a Swedish grandmother who wore 
rustling black taffeta dresses and used Florida orange water as a 
scent. Van is extremely sensitive to all kinds of sensual impressions 
and he remembers these childhood details with startling vividness. 
“He still uses Florida water himself, in memory of his neat little 
grandmother. 

The elder Johnson was a thrifty bue attentive parent who took 
little Van to the beach every Sunday and let him feed broken Necco 
wafers to the fish from the end of a long stone pier. He also took 
him to his first movie and his first circus, and these were the two 
great events of Van's boyhood. The movie was The Galloping Fish, 
with Louise Fazenda and Chester Conklin, and Van laughed so hard 
that he was sick and had to be carried out of the theater. Recently 
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THE MOVIE GREAT LOVERS reflect changing tastes of America’s fans. Rudolph 
Valentino had a sleek air. John Gilbert had a mournful look, John Barrymore had a

he met Fazenda in Hollywood and described the whole picture to 
her, episode by episode. 

The circus, which was in Providence, made an equally vivid im- 
pression, To this day Van can give the names of every one of the 
star performers, including the trapeze artists, the tightrope walker, 
the man who was shot out of a cannon and the pretty blonde who 
rode bareback around the ring and jumped through hoops of fire. 

Van teased his father into sending him to dancing school because 
every year the different classes put on a variety show in the Bijou 
Theater, which was the principal vaudeville theater in Newport, He 
worked up a dancing act with a straw hat and a cane, like Jack 
Donohue, which was a big hit in the annual show. But he could 
never make the dramatic society at Rogers High School. The teacl 
ers told him he was good at singing and dancing but couldn't act. 
This made him want to be an actor most of all. 

At about this point he had his first real push from a girl. Her 
name was Lois Sanborn and she had been abroad and to college, 
which were both things that Van couldn't afford. She was smart 
and ambitious and Van looked up to her, even though they were 
about the same age. One summer after he was through high school 
they were both working together at a roadside place called the 
Barnacle, which served fried clams and seafood dinners. Van's job 
was to fry clams and set the tables and sweep the floor, and Lois was 
the manager. One rainy day toward the end of summer when there 
was no one around they got to talking about the future and Van 
hesitatingly admitted that he wanted to go to New York and be an 
actor. But he was afraid, 

Lois gave him a good talking to and told him he would have to 
strike out for himself sometime, so why not now? She made up his 
mind for him and that fall he headed for New York. That was in 
1935 when he was 19 years old. The next six years were the tough- 
est and most important in his life. Sometimes he had to live on hot 
dogs and orange juice, and sometimes he had jobs, His first one was 
in a litele playhouse ca'led the Cherry Lane Theater in Greenwich 
Village where he worked six weeks and got paid for one. He 
danced in the chorus at the Roxy Theater and got into an Abbott 
and Costello vaudeville act where he let himself be hit in the face 
with a pistol five times a day, for $45 a week 

He traveled to Boston and Buffalo and Baltimore and Chicago and 
spent one summer on the “*borsch circuit’’ in the Catskill Mountains, 
where he sang and played the piano and danced with all che mammas 
(and their daughters) after the show. He remembers that they wore 
pretty hard corsets 


The girls in his life 


There was a girl named Sue who used to give him free dancing 
lessons when he was out of a job. She had a little studio on 52nd 
Street, right next to the famous 21 Club. Before and after his lessons 
Van used to hang around the club steps, watching the celebrities 
come and go—"‘all rich and powdered and well-fed,"’ as he remem- 
bers. He used to chase around with a group of autograph-hunters,’ 
getting famous people to sign their names. 

One afternoon the doorman tipped him off that Joan Crawford 
was inside and Van sneaked up to a window and peeked in. Just at 
that minute Joan turned and looked right at him and Van was so 
excited and embarrassed that he screwed up his features into a "“fun- 
ny face” and stuck out his tongue at her, and then ran away. It was 
one of those strange things that people do sometimes when they are 
embarrassed. Van has had ic happen to himself since chen. 


profile. Clark Gable has dimpled burliness. Charles Boyer has caressing voice and bedroom 
eyes, Out of classic lover groove is Van Johnson, the simple-faced boy from next door. 


One time when he was living in the Village he found a note under 
his door. It said, “If you are from Rhode Island and have red hair 
and can fry clams, come and see me."” It gave an address and, when 
he went there, it was Lois Sanborn again, only now she was married 
to a man named Alex Glenn and had a family on the way. The three 
of them had a wonderful reunion that night, making supper, and 
drinking red wine and washing the dishes afterward. Van got to 
saying that maybe what he should do was marry some nice girl and 
settle down, but Lois talked sternly to him again and said he must 
go on with his carcer. 

It was always the girls who kept up his courage for him and 
shoved him ahead at crucial moments. When he first went to New 
York there were two girls named Beth and Ann, friends from New- 
port who had come down to start stage carcers of their own. They 
showed him how to call on booking agents and where to get cafe- 
teria meals for 20¢ in a boardinghouse where they lived. They really 
took him in hand and made him try. Later on, when he was part 
of a dancing act called "’The Eight Men of Manhattan,” appearing 
at the famous Rainbow Room in New York, no less a girl than Mary 
Martin became his friend and encouraged him in his ambition to be- 
come an actor. 

“You've got the stuff, Van,” she used to tell him. She pepped him 
up so much that he finally got a pare in Pal Joey. It was this appear- 
ance which gave him his first chance at the movies, for Columbia 
Pictures asked him out to do a screen test. He was away only three 
days, flying cach way, and the test didn’t turn out well, bue Van 
didn't worry much about it chen. He was in one of his happy moods. 

“I was sailing on eggs, with my own part in a play and every- 
thing,” he says, “‘I didn’t care whether school kept or not.”” 


To Hollywood on an option 


But soon afterward the Pal Joey company was disbanded and Van 
was out of a job again. He was in Newport, visiting his father, when 
he got a phone call from his agent saying that Warner Brothers 
wanted him to come to the coast on an option and would pay him 
$250 a week. He rushed through New York, stopping long cnough 
to buy a portable typewriter at Macy's and some fruit to eat on the 
train, and got into Los Angeles four days later. There was nobody 
there to meet him and when he called the studio nobody seemed to 
know who he was. He registered at a hotel and went on all the rub- 
berneck tours of the movie stars’ homes and bought himself a con- 
yertible Ford roadster and drove all over California, spending War- 
ner's money and doing no work at all. After five months they called 
him and said they were going to drop his option. 

Then, in typically Hollywood fashion, Warnet’s called him up 
and said they wanted him in a picture. He went over and played the 
part of a demon reporter in a B mystery film called Murder in the Big 
House. He wore a suit that belonged to Dennis Morgan, a black suit 
with chalk stripes which he liked so much he decided to buy one 
of his own if he could ever afford it. He has it now, hanging in his 
closet. 

He got paid off for this job and packed to go back to New York. 
The night before his train left he was invited to dinner at Dave 
Chasen’s restaurant by an old detective friend from New York 
named Jack Gorman, who was with Brig. General Bill O'Dwyer, 
the former district attorney of Brooklyn. O'Dwyer, who is now 
running for mayor of New York City on the Democratic and Ameri- 
can Labor Party ticket, might pick up some extra votes if he wanted 
to claim partial credit for keeping Van Johnson in Hollywood, for 
the dinner did just that. 

The main credit, however, goes to a girl again. It was Lucille 
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Ball, the red-haired actress and dancer who had known Van in New 
York and was also at Chasen’s that night. When she heard Van was 
going back to New York she protested loudly and told him to wait 
and see Bill Grady, the studio director for M-G-M. Grady himself 
turned up at the O'Dwyer-Johnson table and he invited Van to come 
out the next day. Van thought he was just being nice and didn’t 
want to go, but Lucille and some other girls insisted on it and finally 
persuaded him. So he canceled his train reservations and went to 
M-G-M instead and has been there ever since. 

The first picture they put him in was a ‘Crime Does Not Pay” 
short, in which he was an FBI agent tracking down Nazi-Japanese 
agents in South America. His red hair was covered with a black wig 
and his freckles were blotted out with make-up. He didn't do very 
well, but about this time the studio needed someone to take the 
place of Lew Ayres as Lionel Barrymore's assistant in the Dr. Gil- 
lespie series. Van got the part and did several pictures as young Dr. 
Red Adams. One of these, which was supposed to be called Dr. Red 
Adams, was kept on ice for a long time and after Van had become 
a popular hero it was released under the new title of Between Two 
Women. 

Van ‘got his first chance at a good romantic role in a picture 
called The War Against Mrs. Hadley. Van had the part of a young 
Irish soldier boy who fell in love with a rich lady's daughter in a 
Washingron canteen. This was the picture where he held the girl's 
hand under the dishwater and when she said to him, “That's no 
dish," he grinned and said, “I thought it didn't clink."* She seemed 
to like that and so did the fans, who began to write letters to Van 
after this picture. 


He becomes a star 


For some reason the make-up department had always worked 
hard before to cover up Johnson's freckles with grease paint and 
darken the color of his hair. Harold Bucquet, the director of Mrs. 
Hadley, told him to take off the grease paint and be himself. The re- 
sult was so good that Johnson soon became the most desirable 
young man on the lot for soldier and sailor roles. 

Early in 1943 he was cast as a young aviator in A Guy Named Joe, a 
war picture with Spencer Tracy and Irene Dunne as costars. Johnson 
was So nervous at the thought of working with such famous people, 
he says, that he came on the loc “sweating gumdrops."” He was cs- 
pecially scared to kiss Miss Dunne, but she was very friendly and 
gracious about it. Johnson and the rest of the cast had hardly started 
on this film, though, when an event happened that almost ended his 
career and his life, too. 

It never would have happened if he hadn't been such a tireless 
movie fan. But he had started seeing all the old Spencer Tracy pic- 
tures and one night after work he was driving to the studio to see 
Keeper of the Flame. Only two blocks from the main offices of M-G-M 
another car caught the rear bumper of Van's light roadster and 
tipped it over. The rear-vision mirror broke and some glass slashed 
across Van's face and neck, and the little projecting knob which 
held the mirror was driven through the front of his skull. The cuts 
loosened the whole front of his scalp so that it hung loose from the 
back of his head, and besides that a big artery in his neck was 
severed and he lost about three quarts of blood. The doctors said 
later that if he hadn't been in the habit of giving blood to the Red

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Cross blood bank (he was on his third gallon when the accident 
happened) he would have died from bleeding alone. 

‘The accident happened on the exact border line between the city 
of Los Angeles and Culver City, and even though the Culver City 
police got there right away they woulda’r get an ambulance because 
Van was lying in Los Angeles. So he lay there 15 minutes until a 
Los Angeles ambulance came. By that time Whitey Hendry, the chief 
of police at M-G-M, arrived and took charge of him. Whitey got 
him to an operating room in the Hollywood Presbyterian Hospital, 
where one of the best surgeons in the city closed up the artery and 
sewed his scalp back on and went to work on the hole in his skull. 

Van had to stay in the hospital two months and it was still an- 
other month before he could go to work again, looking pale and 
with a long crooked scar across his forehead. Since then the scar 
has been quite a help to Van, because he has kept on playing service- 
man parts and hero parts and the scar goes very well. The hole in 
his forehead is covered with scar tissue now but you can sce that it 
is still as big around as a lead pencil, 

Of course the accident also made him a 4-F and made it possible 
for him to go on making pictures, He hasn't fully recovered from it 
yet—he still gets bad headaches in the afternoon and tires out easily. 
The studio hasn't allowed him to take any trips or personal-appear- 
ance tours around the U.S. because of the very real danger that he 
might be pushed around and injured all over again by his fans, 

Van would like to come back and see New York and his old home 
town of Newport, but he is a little afraid. “‘Ie’s probably changed 
a lot more than I'think,” he says. “I'm kind of soft about things 
Iremember.”* But he still can’t get used to the idea that Hollywood 
is his home, and he keeps his old theatrical trunk all packed, ready 
to leave any time they don't want him there. He has his old make-up 
box in the trunk, and his dancing shoes, and a little red-and-black 
skull cap he got while he was going to dancing school in Newport 
and always wore to rehearsals after that. 

“Te still fits me," he says. “I had a big head even then.” 

Van’s salary under his present M-G-M contract is $750 a week, 
which is peanuts for an actor of his popularity. Now thac War 
Labor Board restrictions are lifted he will probably get a new con- 
tract for anything from $4,000'a week up. Meanwhile he earns some 
extra money at radio broadcasts, but he is completely satisfied any- 
way. He doesn't need much money and he has almost everything 
he wants right now. He was taking stock of his personal possessions 
the other day and he could pack practically all of them in four 
trunks and go anywhere he wanted to on a few hours’ notice.

That is why he is 
still traveling light and working so earnestly and hard to become 
what he calls a good actor. He figures he might make it by the 
time he is 4o. 

“T've still got some good years ahead of me," he says. “I've still
